WITH HONOR. 


Japan Magnanimously Waives Important Demands to 


Give the World What it 


F riendly Treaty is Predicted. 


Craves and Strong and 


Witte Admits His Diplomatic Vic- 
tory is Greater Than He 
Could Have Dreamed.

between Japan and Russia is ended. The terms of peace 
were agreed upon by M. Witte and Baron Komura at the 
session of the conference, this morning, and this afternoon prelim- 
inary arrangements for an armistice were concluded and the actual 


work of framing the Treaty of Portsmouth was, by mutual agree- 


ment, turned over to Mr. de Maartens, Russia’s great international 
lawyer, and Mr. Dennison, who, for twenty-five years, ‘has acted 
as the legal adviser of the Japanese Foreign Office. The treaty is 
expected to be completed by the end of the week. | 

This happy conclusion of the conference, which, a week ago, 
would have been shipwrecked had it not been for the heroic inter- 
cession of President Roosevelt, was sudden and dramatic. 

For the sake of peace, Japan, with the magnanimity of a vic- 
tor, at the last moment yielded everything still in the issue. 

Russia refused to budge from the ultimatum Emperor Nich- 
olas had given to President Roosevelt through Ambassador Meyer. 
No indemnity under any guise, but an agreement to divide Sakhalin 
and reimburse Japan for the maintenance of prisoners were his last 
words. They had been repeatedly. reiterated in M. Witte's in- 


structions and in the request for a written reply to the Japanese 


compromise proposal of last Wednesday, they were delivered to 
Baron Komura this morning. M. Witte went to the conference 
declating he was powerless to change the dot of an “i” or the cross

When Baron Komura, therefore, first offered the new basis 


of compromise outlined in the Associated Press dispatches last night 
(the complete renunciation of indemnity, coupled with a propo- 
sition for the redemption of Sakhalin at a price to be fixed by a 
mixed tribunal consisting of representatives of the neutral powers, 
in fact, if not in words, the solution offered by the President) M. 
Witte again returned a non possumus. It was what M. Witte 
termed in his interview with the Associated Press the “psycholog- 
ical moment.” 


WITTE WAS STUNNED. 

M. Witte did net flinch. He feared a rupture, and, as he ex- 
pressed it afterward, he was stunned by what happened. Baron 
Komura gave way on all the disputed points. With the prescience 
that has enabled the Japanese to gauge the mental processes of 
their adversaries on the field of battle and upon the sea, they had 
realized in advance that peace could be obtained in no other way. 
They had warned their government. 

THE PRESIDENT’S ADVICE. 
President Roosevelt had also, it is believed, advised Japan 
that it was better to meet the. Russian position than to take the 
responsibility of continuing the war for the purpose of collecting

THE MIKADO’S SANCTION. 


The. Mikado, at the advice of the Cabinet and Elder States- 
men, vesterday had sanctioned the final concession. When Baron 
Komura yielded, the rest was mere child's play. . 

THE CONFERENCE BEGINS. 

| (BY THE ASSOCIA TED PRESS—A.M.] 

PORTSMOUTH, Aug. 29.—The session of the peace confer- 
ence this morning began shortly after 10 o'clock. Tne Russians 
‘arrived at the navy yard in their motor car at 9:30 o clock ahd 
the Japanese were there a few minutes after that. 

When the peace envoys started for the conference room, 
there was a recognition on both sides that the decisive hour in the 
Witte seemed not in a 
pleased frame of mind. i | 

He had received new instructions during the night reiterating 
the old. They left him no leeway. 

Unless the new Japanese proposal met the Emperor's ulti-, 
matum, as given to President Roosevelt through Ambassador 
Mever, (no indemnity, but the cession of half of Sakhalin without 
Saoney payment beyond that for the maintenance of Russian pris- 
oners and that involved in the cession of the Chinese Eastern Ran- 
way.) he considered that he had full authority to reject it flatly, 
without reference to St.. Petersburg. 

M. Witte considered that the Emperor had figuratively 
burned his bridges behind him in the replies he had given to the 
head of the American republic. His superior having thus com- 
mitted himself, M. Witte felt himself tied, hand and foot. 

Unless the Japanese proposal ‘this morning, therefore, came 
strictly within his instruction he would, according to his views 
not only be justified in refusing, but be compelled to refuse it. 
Diplomatically he would, according to the Russian counsel,

To do so would be for him to court both for himself and his govern- 
ment a universal outburst of denunciation.

THE WEATHER WAS SUPERB. 

The weather was superb. The Russians were first off. M. 
Witte and Baron De Rosen left shortly before 9 o'clock, and Baron 
Kemura and Minister “Takaliira 25 minutes later. Both parties 
went in automobiles. The secretaries of each side had _ preceded 
their principals in launches. The Japanese, it was noticed, were 
loaded down with dress suit cases, evidently containing papers and 
documents, while M. Plancon carried a single “dosier” case. 

“WONDERFULLY FRIENDLY DOCUMENT. 
{BY THE ASSOCIA TED PRESS—P.M.] 

PORTSMOUTH, Aug. 29.—In the conference Articles X and 
XI (interned warships and limitation of Russia's sea power in the 
Far East) were withdrawn. Japan agreed that only that portion 
of the Chinese Eastern Railroad south of Chantfu, the position oc- 
cupied by Oyama, should be ceded to Japan. Both sides, when the 
deadlock was broken, wanted a “just and lasting” peace, and in that 
respect it was decided to practically neutralize Sakhalin, each coun- 
try binding itself not to fortify its half of the island. and Japan 
an obligation snot to fortify La het ween 
Sakhalin and Hokkaido, which would bar Russia's commercial 
route to the Pacific. 5 

The plenipotentiaries went further. They decided to add a 
new clause in the nature of a broad provision for mutual commercial 
privileges, by which each country will secure for the other the ben- 
efit of the most ſavored nation” clause and the “open door.” 

BASIS OF FUTURE ALLIANCE. 

The new. treaty, therefore, will be a wonderfully friendly docu- 
ment, of a character almost to raise the suspicion that the two 
countries have not only negotiated peace, but have concluded the ba- 
sis of a future alliance. There is, however, no evidence, as rumored, 
that any secret clauses are to be appended to the present treaty. 

Before leaving the conference building felicitations were ex- 
changed with the President at Oyster Bay. Both Baron Komura 
and Witte telegraphed. The former confined himself to apprising 
the President of the conditions upon which peace had been con- 


cluded. 


WITTE GIVES PRESIDENT CREDIT. 
Witte frankly laid his tribute at the President's feet. In his 
message. he said: 3 
History will ascribe to you the glory.”

That he regatds it 
a diplomatic triumph of the first 
magnitude he makes no attempt to 
conceal, and that is the general ver- 
dict here tonight. The Russians are 
overjoyed at the result. 

“We have had our Liao Yangs and 
Mukdens on land,” they say, “and our 
Tsushimas on sea, but the Japanese 
have their Portsmouth.” 

THE JAPANESE SACRIFICE.

GLOUCESTER (Mass.) Aug.

ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 29.—[{Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] News of the peace 
agreement did not reach here until 9 
o'clock this evening. It speedily cir- 
culated, and was received with general 
incredulity. It is no exaggeration 
say that it produced dismay in official 
circles and amazement to the general 
public. Not for a moment had it 
been expected here that Japan would 
abandon all her essential demands, 
Not for a moment have the mem- 
bers of the war party believed peace 
the possible outcome of the confer- 
ence. Their attitude tonight is one of 
furious exasperation against the peo 
ple “who tricked them Into a false 
position.” The plans cf the govern- 
ment are completely upset by the sud- 
den change in the 
reactionaries talk chiefly of seeking 
revenge against Japan, but they are 
more immediately concerned by the 
effect of peace upon the interna: situe- 
tion and the resulting confusion of all 
the government plans.

prevent the return of troops to their

PROFESSIONAL AGITATORS. 
Native Speakers at Hearing Grant- 
ed at Manila Show Lack of Compre- 
hension of Desire and Bolster up 
Their Argument With Ridiculous 

Example.

MANILA, Aug. 29.—{By Manila Ca- 
bie.] The marble hall of the Ayunta- 
miento Palace was crowded all day 
with the followers of professional egi- 
tators for national independence, in- 
vited by Gov. right to air their 
grievances against the insular govern- 
ment before the visiting Congressmen. 
The meeting was called to order by 
Senator Scott of West Virginie, who 
presided as chairman. 

During the meeting speakers ose 
the immediate independence of the 
islands. Noihing new was in their ar- 
guments, which were confined to points 
which had been raised wy these peopie 
ever since the civil government was 
instituted. 

One speaker, until lately a member of 
the Hongkong junta, maintained thar 
the Filipinos were better fitted for self- 
government than the people of Greece, 
Bulgaria or Peru. They would be will- 
ing to accept independence under an 
| American protectorate, or on a system 
of perpetual neutrality, arranged by 
the American government with the 
leading powers, which would guaran- 
tee non-interference by ambitious pow- 

IT WAS TO LAUGH. 


The same speaker «ald one reason 
advanced by the Americans for noi 
granting independence Was the lack of 
a common language, the native speak- 
ing many dialects. He compared the 
Filipinos and their multitude of tribal 
tongues with the three languages 
Spoken in Great Britain—English, Irish 
and Scotch, saying that that nation 
had no difficulties in the matter of 
self-government. is statement 
brought forth an uproarious outburst 
of laughter from the Congressmen 
present. 

All of the speakers were subjected to 
volleys of questions by Senators New- 
fands and Warren and Congressmen 
Hepburn, Grosvenor and Cooper, al! 
finally admitting that they had not 
given the subjeci sufficient study to de- 
termine just how to handle the ques- 


to the islands. 
COOPER'S WARNING. 

Congressman Cooper of Weconsin, 
@uring the course of an interview, said: 

“It is quite apparent to anyone who 
has looked into the matter, even su- 
perficially, that self-government for 
the Filipinos, at the present, is out of 
the question.

According to Rogers's statement, 
he and his wife arrived here from Bos- 
ton, having walked the distance in 
three days. Dr. Houghton secured a 
position for the man.’ 

The physician says that later he was 
informed by Rogers that the latter, 
when in New York last Friday, wrong- 
fully made out a check on a Southern 
California bank for $1500, which was 
cashed for a portion of the face value. 
Dr. Houghton did not learn the name 
of the institution. Rogers shortly aft- 
erward left Dr. Houghton’'s office, and 
when last seen by the physician was 
waiting for his wife on a street cor- 
ner.

HREE street car accidents, two of theni serious, made the startling railroad history 
of Los Angeles yesterday. One man, W. B. Irwin, was killed, and twenty-four 
other people were injured, some of them critically. The Los Angeles-Pacific Rail- 

road was hit twice, and in each instance a car was turned over. 

grove car was upset at Bellevue avenue and San Fernando street and in the evening at 

Burlington avenue and Sixteenth, a Santa Monica coach turned turtle. A twisted 

track caused the derailment of a Pacific Electric car at Garvanza, it coming within a 

few inches of going over a precipice.

Running at full speed with the con- 
ductor at the controller, while the 
motorman was inside the car fixing the 
headlight, car No. 222 of the Los An- 
geies-Pacific Railway, struck a switch 
at the intersection of Sixteenth etreat 
and Burlington avenue (formerly Bush 
street,) at 10 o'clock last night, par- 
tially rounded the curve and then 
turned over, crashing into and demol- 
ishing three telephone poles and wreck- 
ing the car. Eight persons were in- 
jured, none fatally, although the escape 
from death of all those aboard was 
per short of miraculous. The injured 
are: 

IL. H. WHATLEY, conductor, resi- 
dence Ocean Park, fracture of the right 
shoulder biade; most of the flesh of 
one foot torn off and nearly ali ‘the 
clothing stripped from his body.

At the intersection of Burlington 
avenue (fonnerly Bush street.) there 
is a switch, which is always set against 
the Santa Monica cars. That is to 
say, the Interurban cars (formerly the 
Traction line.) take the curve without 
throwing the switch, but the Sant 
Monica conductors are obliged to thro 
it in order that their cars may pro- 
— west along Sixteenth street. 

Whatley must have known of this 
switch, for. upon reaching it, it was his 
duty to throw it. He probably forgot 
it or fasled to realise where he was, 
for instead of reducing his power he 
allowed the car to strike the switch at 
full speed. 

For a distance of ten feet or more 
the flanges on the wheels kept the car 
on the rails, but finally the wheeis 
climbed the curve and with terrific 
snveed the car flew off at a tangent. 
The momentum was such that the body 
of the heavy car lefi the trucks and 
turned over on its side, breaking every 
giass in it and throwing the fifteen or 
more passengers headlong over the 
seats. 

So great was the impetus of the car 
that it crashed into two telephone poles 
and snapped mem off as if they were 
straws. The wrecked car stopped in 
such position that it blockaded both 
Santa Monica tracks, although the 
curve was left clear.

the motorman reversed ang threw on 
the current inthe reverse motion in a 
desperate attempt to check the dizzy 
speed of the lurching car. 

In charge of Motorman George J. 
Cross and Cinductor W. H. Hollings- 
worth, crowded with some fifty pas- 
sengers, on their Way to their work 
in the city, car No. 62 came into Belle- 
vue avenue, at its usual schedule speed, 
and, striking the down grade, che 
motorman shut off his current, and as 
the ear gathered added momentum, 
made an application of the air brakes. 

The brake shoes clamped the stel- 
tired, wheels, ground a moment protes:- 
ingly, until with a loup snap of rend- 
ing metal, they fell away again, and 
the car sprang nee with scureety 
Aiminished speed.

Standing with the motorman in the 
front vestibule of the car, Irwin and

Strangely enough, the motorman 
clinging to his brake levers with a 
grim hold, while badly bruised, was not 
seriously injured: but of the other pa-- 
sengers, those who were so unfortu- 
nate as to be thrown through the side 
openings and windows, plowing along 
next the pavement, suffereq serious 
injuries. 

Those who were thrown clear of the 
wreckage escaped with nothing more 
painful than bruises and a general 
shaking up. 

Even while the car skidded along oa 
its side, telephones were ringing in 
near-by stores for ambulances, sur- 
geons and a wrecking crew. 

The first work was the raising of 
the car to release the victims pinned. 
beneath the débris. While the several 
other victiens were extricated without 
difficulty. it required the assistance of 
Jacks to raise the car sufficiently to 
free Chaffee and to drag out the hor- 
ribly mangled remains of Irwin. 

The body of the dead man was taken 
to Pierce Bros.“ and the injured vie- 
tims were hurried to the Receiving 
Hospital. where emergency treatment 
was readered by the entire force of 
police surgeons, who were in readiness 
in answer to the general emergency 
surnimons, 

As soon as possible the injured were 
removed, Chaffee to the Pacific Hos- 
pital and the others who were too 
badly injured to be sent home, to the 
Sisters’ Hospital. 

GOOD LUCK, 

Through almost inconcetivably good 
fortune there were no other cars claim- 
ing this busy crossing at the tkne

Weather Man Thinks it Will be Only 
“Warm” Today and Gives En- 
ecouraging Figures. 

. Yesterday was the hottest August 
day Los: Angeles has experienced in 

twenty years. 

It was 101 degs. hot, according t> 
Weather Man Franklin 

That is the first whack the tem- 
Perature has taken in August at the 
100-march since 1885, when it scratched 
up 106. There are but two other dates 
since the records have been kept god 
the century mark was reached: 
August. 1881, it scored 100 and in 2 
game month, 1884, it reached 102. Dur- 
ing all the remaining years the maxti- 
mun ranged in the nineties. 

“Accompanying these hot spells,” 
eays Mr. Franklin, “is a low percent- 
age of humidity. At 12 o'clock, noon, 
today the rating of the hydrometer 
gave 20 per cent., which is 54 less than 
the average for the month.” 

He expiains that in the Southwest 
there is a deen depression that causes 
an in-draught of dry land-wind, which, 
being mechanically heated, reaches us 
as hot, desiccating winds. 

“This hot spell is not local,” he con- 
tinued, “but covers the entire South- 
west. As a rule they last three days 
and as this is the third day it should 
be the’ culmination. Tamorrow will 
be warm, but probably with falling 
temperature.” 

During this period of unusual heat 
the temperature in the interior valleys 
has been ranging in the hundreds. 

It should be encouraging to be told 
that toaay u is tv oe just “warm,” 
but tere is a real cooling atmosphere 
in what Mr. Franklin tells us of al- 
most a generation of Septembers. 

The data for the past twenty-eight 
years furnishes a mean normal tem- 
perature of 70 „ the very wann 
est in that pe having been 
tember, 1888, when the average for the 
month was 74 The coldest Septem- 
ber was in 1901, when the average was 
65; the hottest day in the entire period 
was Septeenber 21. 1885, when it rose 
to 108; the coldest, September 23 and 
29, 1880, on each of which the tem- 
perature dropped to . 

Speaking of wann weather, -General 
Superintendent R. H. Ingram, of the 
Southern Pacific, who arrived early 
yesterday morning from Yuma, had the 
steam turned on in his office all day, 
and would not venture out on the street 
without an muffler about his neck. 

“Hot down around Salton? well I 
sould say it is,” said Mr. Ingram. “It's 
nature’s own turkish bath estabiish- 
ment, there just now.. When the 
stifling wind blows from off the lake. 
it strikes you in the face like a sia 
fror: a wet hot towel You can stic 
your hand out the car window and 
pull it n steaming and drenched with 
the clinging humidity of the hilf- 
drowned atmosphere. The thermnometer 
in the car ran up to 110, and then I 
had Sam throw it out the window. I 
didn’t have the nerve to see how hight 
it would have gone if we had left ‘t 
alone.” 80 dont tell me it’s hot in 
Los Angeles. You don't know anything 
about it.

EACE AT LAST. 

This morning’s dispatches bring 
the joyful news that terms of peace 
bave been agreed upon between Japan 
and Russia. The dreadful war is over. 
The slaughter is at an end. The fields 
that have been drenched in the blood 
of brave men will burgeon and bloom 
with the rich harvests of peace. The 
men who have struggied and striven 
in the throes of mortal combat will re- 
turn to the homes they love, to the 
loved ones who await their coming, 
and to the pursuits of peace, which are 
so much better than the pursuits of 
war. 
The conclusion of peace on the terms 
accepted by Japan is a distinct, un- 
deniable diplomatic victory for Russia. 
This victory is due in chief part to the 
skillful diplomacy of M. Witte. It was 
accomplished in the face of apparently 
insurmountable obstacles. Although 
Russian arms suffered defeat in every 
important battle of the war, Russian 
diplomacy has virtually dictated the 
terms of peace, Japan finally acquies- 
cing. in the Russian ultimatum. 

As the victor at arms, Japan could 
well afford to be magnanimous. Na- 
tions seldom evince an excess of mag- 
nanimity under such circumstances. 
In acceding to Russta's ultimatum, 
waiving all claims for indemnity and 
agreeing to give up the northern half 
of Sakhalin, Japan has apparently 
shown a spirit of unusual magnanim- 
ity. If it shall finally appear that this 
is genuine, Japan will be entitled to 
great credit for her moral victory over 
the spirit of greed which was shown in 
her earlier demands and her “irredu- 
cible minimum ” | 

The liberal and unexpected conces- 
sions which Japan is. reported to have 
made, however, will appear in a rather 
different light if it shall be shown (as 
vaguely reported) that China has 
agreed to pay her “the cost of the 
war” in consideration of the preserva- 
tion to Calna of Manchuria: or that 
there is a “secret understanding’ (also 
vaguely hinted at) between Witie and 
Komura, by which Japan gets more 
than appears on the face of the agree- 
ment. 

Both of these reports seem improb- 
able. As to Manchuria, its integrity as 
Chinese territory was practically as- 
sured in the early stages of the war, 
through the guaranty exacted by Sec- 
retary Hay from both belligerents and 


acquiesced in by the European powers, 


that the “administrative entity” of 
China should be preserved. To the 
United States more than to Japan is 
due the fail retention of Manchuria by 
Chine, and it is hardly conceivable’ 
that the latter would agree to pay 
money to Japan for what was guar. 
anteed by the powers at the beginning 
of the war. :

: It sincerely can be said that the 
death of Mr. Frederick H. Rindge has 
left a gap such as is seldom caused by 
the passing of a citizen to a higher life. 
Mr. Rindge's activities were so great 
and so constant, his sympathies were 
so broad and so practical, his interests 
were so many and so varied, his phil- 
anthropy reached so far and so wide, 
that his loss will be keenly felt by 
very many people and in very many 
good works. 

As a business man, as a church lead- 
er, as a T. MC. A. president, as a 
consistent worker for the development 
of the city and State, Mr. Rindge made 
himself so useful, that no other man 
can readily take his place. He was a 
very rich man, but he employed his 
wealth for the greatest good of the 
greatest number, not in selfish pleas- 
ure nor for personal a grandisement. 
He was a man of strong religious con- 
victions; but the grace of humility 
and a broad understanding prevented 
his religion from degenerating into 
religiosity. A staunch, steadfast, unas- 
those who differed from him in 
opinion could but admire his fidelity 
to his ideals; and those not blessed 
with money could be glad that such a 
great fortune was entrusted to such 
worthy hands. Men who knew Mr. 
, Rindge best say his first aim was to 
do right and his next purpose was to 
be helpful. It is to his credit that he 
was discriminating in his helpfulness 
and would not hastily commit himself 
to unripe projects or untried bene- 
ficiarieés. 

His was a grand and lofty character, 
in the best sense of the terms. He 
helped make the world move and 
helped make it better. They are 
mourning for him this morning on the 
shores of the Atlantic as well as on 
the Pacific. Christian Civilization 
will have a well marked niche for him 
in its memoirs. Progress will lay a 
wreath on his bier.

Having acquired the right to obtain 
title to the ranch, on payment of the 
whole purchase price, Mr. Eaton 
entered into a contract with the Board 
of Water Commissioners to sell the 
property to the city. When Mr. Baton 
bought the ranch, he: was obliged to 
buy the cattle also. The stock then on 
the ranch consisted of about 4200 head 
of cows and calves, worth from $10 to 
$12 a head on the average. The land 
included some mountain pasture, 
valuable only for grazing and of no 
use to the city. In making the deal 
with the Water Board, Mr, Eaton 
offered to sell all the land needed by 
the city and all the water rights for a 
sum equal to the entire purchase price 
of the Rickey property. That left him 
tire cattle and the mountain pasture as 
profit on the transaction. It was a 
plain, legitimate business bargain, 
thoroughly understood by both parties. 
Having bought the property,-Mr. Eaton 
had a right to ask any price he 
pleased, and the city was free to ac- 
cept or reject the offer. The Water 
Board considered the bargain a good 
one for the city, and agreed to pay the 
price. 
Note how this plain, simple business 
transaction is distorted, misrepresented 
and lied about by Hearst’s Impossible 
Dolt. In its editorial assault upon the 
Owens River project, published last 
Monday morning, the Examiner said: 
“Ex-Mayor Eaton did not buy and 
pay for the Rickey ranch, as wes first 
ésserted. It was in consideration of 
such purchase that cattle valued at 
$150,000 or more were to be given to 
him and also lands which the city did 
not need. Now, it seems, Mr. Baton 
merely used the city’s money to ac- 
quire an option. He made no invest- 
ment of his own and yet is to receive, 
besides the $10 per day which he was 
paid, property amounting in all to 
perhaps a quarter of a million dollars 
or more.” 
The agreement entered into by the 
Water Board with Mr. Eaton for the 
sale of property to the city describes 
in detail certain parcels of land and all 
water rights pertaining thereto, but 
contains no mention of cattle or the 
mountain pastures, which the FExam- 
wer says the city has bought 
and agreed to “give” to Mr. Eaton. 
Obviousiy, Mr. Eaton simply reserved 
the cattle and the grazing land, and 
contracted to rell to the city only what 


the city needs. The city “gives” noth-

the Rickey lands in installments, the 
last payment of $250,000 to be made on 
or before December 1, 1907. The sum 
of $60,000 was paid by the Water 
Board upon execution of the agree- 
ment. That payment is the only basis 
for the Examiner's false assertion that 
Mr. Eaton “made no investment of his 
own,,but merely used the city’s’ money 
to acquire an option.” = = = 

The Hearst paper knows all the 
facts, having printed the contract in 
full under the usual maliciously mis- 
leading headlines, but has not re- 
tracted its lying editorial statements 
a bout Mr. Eaton's dealings with the 
city. 
A specimen Examiner falsehood in 
the editorial assertion that “a contract 
was made with some one—name not 
mentioned—whereby the ranch was to 
cost $25,000 more if the purchase price 
were not paid before December.“ 

The contract or agreement between 
Mr. Eaton and the Water Board con- 
tains this provision, viz: “That in case 
the second party [the City] pays the 
full amount of the purchase price, with 
accrued interest, on or before January 
1, 1906, then im that event a discount 
of $25,000 shall be allowed and de 
ducted from said purchase price.” 

There is a wide difference between 
adding $25,000 to the cost of the prop- 
erty as a penalty for not meeting pay- 
ments when due, and. allowing a dis- 
count of $25,000 in case the city elects 
to pay the last installment two years 
before it is due. 

It was asserted also by the Examiner 
that Mr. Eaton was paid $10 a day for 
his services in acquiring an option on 
the Rickey ranch. Another plece of 
malicious mendacity. The Rickey 
ranch contract was made on June 6, 
1905. On June 7, as shown by the 
records, the board agreed to pay Mr. 
Eaton $10 a day for time actually spent 
efter that date in attending to busi- 
ness for the city in Owens Valley.

project. The Examiner knows the

anxious to obtain a scholarship in the 


Los Angeles School of Art and Design 
—an institution whose aim it is to pro- 
duce artists, not picture-makers. It is 
purely educational and insists that its 
pupils must be earnest and painstak- 
ing to.a degree and it is well under- 
stood. that, unless their main object is 
to make of themselves artists—in some 
line—the school at the corner of Al- 
varado and Sixth streets is no place 
for them. As a result of this thor- 
oughness, it is gratifying to know that 
quite a large number of former stu- 
dents are now illustrators, designers 
and artists, each doing practical work 
in his own line. Some are studying 
advanced work in Europe and several 
are in this city earning their livelihood 
as a result of their training; and at 
the same time keeping touch with

In no art school west of Chicago can 
such thorough training in perspective 
and anatomy be obtained and there 
are not more than two schools in the 
United States that can compete with 
the Los Angeles art school in this re- 
spect.

In 
the study of anatomy, a doctor takes 
the G@rst hour of the class, lecturing on 
the human body with the figure, a 
skeleton and diagrams to iliustrate his 
lecture.

AND METALLUR3Y.

Tantalum Minerals. 

On the subject of incandescent and 
eleciric lights, gadolinite, monaszite, 
zircon and columbite are referred to by 
some authors as the “tantalum miner- 
als.” The Sweden chemist Ekebursg 
discovered the element tantalum. an 
1808 «=Wollatton pronounced niobium 
(columbium) to be the same as tantia- 
lum. “This concepgion was generally 
u Id uni 1846, when the German 
chémiat, Rome, after carefully investi- 
gating the properties of the metal and 
ite cof pounds, rename it, calling it 
“nieblum,.” from Niobe, the daughter 
of Tantalus, known in Greek myth- 
ology as having provoked the hatred 
of Apolio Diana by her excessive 
pride in her children, who were slain 
by ihe Gods, while she herself was 
changed into stone.” Columbtie Seil- 
dom carries more than 3 per cent. of 
Wmalum pentoxide, while over 70 per 
cent. of columbium pentoxide is asso- 
coated therewith. Ekeburg was among 
the Mat who pricticeil phonetic spell- 
ing and among his reasons for app'y- 
ing the term tantalum to an element 
Was. that the minerals tantalite and 
Vitrotantalite and the named metal 
contained therein’ were most tanializ- 
ing owing to the @fficulties met with 
in trying to obtain a solution of the 
minerals or meta! in acid. The me.al 
is not soluble in ordinary acids, inc!ud- 
ing aqua regia. Li diesolves very siow- 
ly in hot hy unte acid, which, lat- 
ter, was not known in the time of Eke- 


In those, now, ancient days chem 
try. was so combined with alchemist 
that mythical conceptions and connec- 
tions were applied to all forms of mali-

Other minerals than those of tanta- 
lum mamed, are used in incandescent 
and. electric lighting. one of which is 
te—a brownieh-black or 
orange-colored, vi.reous, brittle, 
cate of thorium? The metal Osmium, 
which is asfociated in native osmiri- 
Mum and separated from iridium and 

i enium «and 3 num residues). is 
potained, chiefly, as an oxide with aqua 
regia or nitric acid, or by ignition in 
air or oxygen. With ceriie, a reddish 
or brownieh-gray mineral are some 
other sources of incandeascence. It isa 
fact, wo be noted, that any and al! 
revrinous-lustered minerals have been 
experimented with for the purpose of 
ure in electric or incandescent Ught- 
ing and nearly al such have proven of 
value. 

Zircon minera’s are found in nature 
as compound, altered or as gems. None 
of them carry a very hb per cent. of 
tantalum pentoxide. Zirconium dtox- 
tde is, probably, the earthy oxide 
which remains absoluely unaNered in 
the flame of oxyhydrogen in which it 
gives out an intense and fixed light as 
witnessed from the cylinders of Zir- 
conta used in the Drummond lighi of 
lighi-houses. 

Joseph Hyde Prat, under title Tan- 
talum Minerals, Mineral Resources of 
the United Sales, 1904," gives informa- 
thon which is quoted for the benefit of 
ithe boys in the Mis: Of these min- 
erals the procuction of monagite ts at 
the present time of the greatest im- 
portance . . demand for mon-

that of these minerals all but the 
meonezite have been found and mixed 
in pesgmatitic dikes. Monazite has 
been obtained from placer or alluvium 
deposits and wee orginally an acces- 
sory mineral in adjacent gneisses (sft 
granites.) It is also interesting to note 
that all four of these minerals were 
formerly considered as among the rire 
minerals, and it was not unt a com- 
mereiali demand arose for them tia: 
they were found in any large quantity. 
os Alte is es@ermtially an anhy- 
drous phate of the rare earihs 
ecertum. lanthanum, and didymium, but 
usewal'y contains a small and varying 
per cent. of thoria. Monazite varies 
eonsiderabiy in color, being iight-yei- 
low to heney-yelliow, reddish, brown- 
ish, and yellowish-green, and it has a 
resitvous to Vitreous iuweter. It is drit- 
tle, breaking with a conchoidal to un- 
even fracture, and is from 5 to 5.6 in 
hardness. The mineral is heavy, han- 
ing a specific gravity of 4.64 to 53. By 
means of ite color and specific gravity 
ft can usually be readily identified.”
